Americans Bruce Penhall, Dennis 
Sigalos and Kelly Moran made their 
way into the World Speedway Final 
by placing among the runners in 
the July 23 Inter-Continental 
Speedway Final at Vetlanda, 
Sweden. Englishman Les Collins 
was the event's top scorer with 12 
points, followed by fellow Briton 
Kenny Carter at 11 and Sigalos 
with 10. World Champ Penhall 
and Moran both totalled nine 
points. American Shawn Moran, 
the first alternate for the event, did 
not get a chance to ride. The top 
11 from the Inter-Continental Final 
face the top five from the Conti- 
nental Final in the World Final, 
scheduled for the Los Angeles 
Memorial Coliseum on Aug. 28. 





Mike Baldwin and Dave Aldana, de- 
fending champions of the Suzuka 
(Japan) Eight-Hour Endurance Race, 
will return for the Aug. 1 event, but 
only one will be able to successfully 
defend the title. Baldwin will team 
this year with John Bettencourt on a 
Honda, while Aldana will ride with 
* Wes Cooley on a’'Yoshimura Suzuki. 








Lee Fabry showed up for the CMC 
Four-stroke Championships with 
this trick YZ-framed, Honda XR 
185. The engine is punched out to 
277cc and has a one-off water- 
cooled cylinder. The waterpump is 
driven off the cam and runs at two 
thirds engine speed. Owner and 
assembler, Lee, did 95% of the 
work. Water-pump was built by 
Norm Takasugawa. Engine relia- 
bility is not a problem, but trans- 
mission strength is. A gearbox 
failure put the bike out of the 
program. 


‘Round 14 of the Yamaha Perpet- 


ual Gold Cup Series was held in 
McMinneville, OR, on July 25. 
Tim Michlitsch (Kaw) won the 
125cc Pro class, Rick Burgett 
(Yam) the 250cc Pro contest and 
Team Honda's Phil Larson took 
top Open class honors. The final 
round of the Gold Cup Series will 
be held at the Thurston-Grays ORV 
eiai near Olympia, WA, on Aug. 


“The engine has plenty of power,” 
said Steve Morehead after riding Team 
Yamaha’s Virago-based 750 in two 
practice sessions at the DuQuoin Mile 
National. “It’s got potential. The 
handling needs a bit of work and I’m 
going to spend two days (July 26-27) 
doing some testing with Bud Aks- 
land and Corky. Keener in Ohio.”’ 
Morehead had been offered a ride on 
the Yamaha for DuQuoin, but opted 





for his Harley after practicing on 
both. 


“Jimmy Filice will probably be out 
for another four weeks while his 
wrist heals, but we've got to keep 
working on our development pro- 
gram,” said Team Yamaha's Aks- 


land. ‘’That is why we brought the. 


Yamahas to DuQuoin. One bike is 
basically the same one we began 
the year with, but the other has the 
engine position rotated forward so 
that the crankshaft is two inches 
lower.” Aksland said the engine 
puts out “‘about 82 to 85 horse- 
power.” 


The four Honda NS750 Sidewinders 
— two each for Mike Kidd and Scott 
Pearson — all sported new exhaust 
megaphones which were smaller in 
diameter than the systems used at the 
Indianapolis Mile National and were 
made of stainless steel. All bikes ran 
normal ignition firing order rather 
than the “‘twingle”’ system used on one 
of Kidd’s and Pearson’s bikes at Indy. 
Pearson’s number two bike sported a 
Marzocchi fork with dial-in damping. 


The hottest rumor in the pits at 
DuQuoin concerned a special pro- 
ject at Harley-Davidson which will 
produce a street version of the 
XR750 dirt tracker. The project is 


said to have begun just two months 


ago. 


After Ricky Graham’s win at Du 
Quoin, Harley team manager Dick 
O’Brien walked over to his pits to 
shake hands with Graham and tuner 
Tex Peel. O’Brien congratulated Peel, 
saying that the 47 point lead they 
now hold in the Winston Pro Series, 
was a “formidable one.”

A few weeks ago we told you about 
four new MXers that Can-Am would 
be introducing for the 1983 model 
year. A press release from Can-Am 
parent company Bombardier, says 
that there will be two more new 
models — a 250cc road racer and a 
trials machine. The new models are 
to be launched at dealer meetings in 
October and November. 


Speaking of Can-Am, there has 
been some reorganization in the 
Bombardier, Inc., Recreational 
Products Division. Sales of Can- 
Ams, along with snowmobiles, are 


now headed Jean-Paul Groulx, vice 
president, sales. Groulx is head- 
quartered in Valcourt, Canada. The 
U.S. sales headquarters have been 
moved from Minnesota to Chicago, 
IL, under the direction of U.S. 
sales manager Russell M. Davis. 
Jeff Smith is now the product 
manager in charge of the new 
Can-Am motorcycles, clothing, 
parts and accessories. 


Word out of Europe is that 500cc 
MXGP star Hakan Carlqvist will 
ride the ISDE in Czechoslovakia this 
September. According to England’s 
Motor Cycle News, “Carla” will ride 
a Yamaha IT465 as part of a three- 
man Manufacturers team entered by 
the Swedish Yamaha importer. Join- 
ing him will be ex-GP contender 
Torlief Hansen on a 250cc machine, 
and Steve Tell on an over 500cc 
four-stroke. 


Elsewhere on this page is news of 
the 1982 American MX and Tro- 
phee des Nations team, and the 
T-shirt that is being sold to fund 
the team. So far American Honda 
has committed to provide $25,000 
of the $50,000 needed. Super- 
bowl promoter Mike Goodwin and 
Miller High Life Beer have donated 
$2000, and Wrangler will be pro- 
viding the team with all its clothing. 


The Motorcycle Safety Foundation 
will relocate its national headquar- 
ters from Linthicum, MD, to Chadds 
Ford, PA, in late October of this year. 
According to MSF president Charles 
H. Hartman, the decision to move 
was, ‘‘based on the changing needs of 
the Foundation. With educational 
activities switching to our regional 
offices, we no longer need to main- 
tain training facilities at our head- 
quarters. Lower operating costs re-. 
sulting from our relocation means 
more money will be available to aid 


. program development.” Effective Oct. 


15, the Foundation’s mailing address 
will be P.O. Box 120, Chadds Ford, 
PA 19317. In addition there are MSF 
regional offices in Columbia, MD; 
Fair Oaks, CA; and Knoxville, TN. A 
fourth regional ‘office is expected to 
open in the Dallas/Ft. Worth area in 
September. 


This year’s American team for the 
Trophee and Motocross des 
Nations event was set July 20, 
and like last year, the team will be 
comprised of Honda riders. Don- 
nie Hansen, Johnny O’Mara, Danny 
Chandler and Darrell Shultz will 
be the primary team, with Jim 
Gibson listed as alternate. The 
250cc Trophee des Nations will be 
Sept. 5 in West Germany, and the 
500cc Motocross des Nations will 
be Sept. 12 in Switzerland. Multi- 
time World Champion Roger 
DeCoster will again be the team 
manager. 


Ahearty Wealey welcome to new Cycle 
News editor Jim Bowman. Jim comes 
to us from Sonoma, CA, where he 
had worked asa technical writer to 
support his enduro riding habits. 
Welcome aboard! 


“I’m going to do 100 miles on the 
back of my Honda,’’ says Wheelie 
King Doug Domokos, who cur- 
rently holds the world record for 
the longest wheelie at 20 miles. 
Planning for the record attempt is 
proceeding now, and details should 
be released in the next few weeks. 
Stay tuned. 


Mike Taylor, the passenger in a side- 
car that flipped in turn three at La- 
guna Seca during the heat race, reports 
that he’s out of the hospital, back at 


‘thome ‘and going ‘to work as ‘well. 











Taylor was thrown onto the track, 
knocked unconscious and suffered a 
broken collarbone and other bruises, 
so we’re certainly glad to hear that. 


Pacific Northwest motocross fans 
and riders will have a couple of 
ero deals leading up to the Aug. 
Washougal 125/500cc AMA 
MX National. On Aug. 5 at Port- 
land International Raceway’s night 
MX, there will be a $1000 guar- 
anteed Pro purse; plus several 
Northwest dealers will be fatten- 
ing that sum with their own con- 
tributions. Gates open at 5 p.m. 
for that one. For more info, call 
503/285-6635 or 774-3356. The 
next day at Vancouver Yamaha/ 
Suzuki, there will be a Yamaha 
Motocross Clinic, with Superbowl 
winner Mike Bell and ever-popular 
Bob ‘‘Hurricane’’ Hannah in 
charge. The clinic runs from 9:30 
a.m. to 12:30 p.m., and you can 
get more info at area dealers or by 
calling 206/695-0508. You must 
be signed up ahead of time for this 
one. Oh yes, Bell and Hannah will 
be at Vancouver Yamaha/ Suzuki 
that afternoon to sign autographs. 


Overnight camping will be available 
at Washougal for the National. How- 
ever, there will be no glass containers 
of any kind allowed. 


One of the best spectator deals for 
SoCal motocross fans could be 
the last AMA National round at 
Carlsbad on Aug. 15. It will have 
half the number of people that the 
Datsun USGP did, so there will be 
lots of freedom of movement and 
places to watch from, and ticket 
prices in advance are just $8 for 
adults and $5 for kids. “These two 
title races could be better than the 
USGP,’’ says promoter Gavin 
Trippe, “And, with reasonable 
prices and the final shootout be- 
tween all the U.S. factory riders to 
clinch both the 125/500cc titles, 
we hope for a good turnout.” 


ABC will air coverage of the sidecar 
motocross conducted after the Carls- 
bad USGP on its Wide World of 
Sports show. Scheduled date is Sat- 
urday, July 31, at 5 p.m. Check local 
listings. 


The rained-out Santa Fe Speed- 
way Winston Pro Series TT has 
received another rescheduling. The 
new date is Sept. 10 on a Friday 
evening. Heavy scheduling at the 
Hinsdale, IL, facility has forced the 
second delay after an interim re- 
scheduling to July 31. Winston 
Pro Series racers will compete at 
Santa Fe on Friday night, then 
drive to New York for the Sept. 12 
Syracuse Mile. 


Honda Support rider Brian Myers- 
cough will be on a factory Honda for 
the remaining 125cc National rounds 
at Washougal, WA and Carlsbad, CA 
after his fourth and top production 
bike finish in New York. 


Over at Husqvarna, we're told that 
Mark Blackwell has been promoted 
to vice-president of Marketing. 
Blackwell assumes the position 
from Swenerik Eklund, who is tak- 
ing another position with Electro- 
lux, Husky’s parent company.

Kawasaki 
announces 
sales 
administration 
reorganization 
plan 


SANTA ANA, CA, JULY 16 

M. Tazaki, president of Kawa- 
saki Motors Corp., U.S.A., 
(KMC), has announced a reor- 
ganization ‘of the company’s 
sales administration system designed 
to directly increase field sales support 
and improve overall operational 
effectiveness. 

The company plans a three-month 
transition from a regional adminis- 
tration system toa centralized national 
sales administration and operations 
system. 

KMC has been regionalized since 
1971 with sales administration and 
operations offices in Santa Ana, Cali- 
fornia; Arlington, Texas; Grand 
Rapids, Michigan; Atlanta, Georgia; 
and Edison, New Jersey. Under the 
reorganization plan these offices will 
be more able to concentrate on field 
sales. Warehousing and training func- 
tions will continue at the regional 
locations while distribution, admin- 
istrations and operations will be cen- 
tralized at the company’s Santa Ana 
headquarters. 

The administration of dealer credit 
management and cash collections as 
well as the processing of vehicle orders 
will be centralized in California. The 
move aligns KMC functions with the 
other major U.S. motorcycle distribu- 
tors. 

Tazaki also announced several 
personnel changes accompanying the 
reorganization plan. 

Hiroshi “Henry” Noda has been 
appointed vice president of the cor- 
porate office. His responsibilities 
include marketing research, sales plan- 
ning and control, credit policies and 
evaluation and special projects as 
assigned by the president. The adver- 
tising and public relations depart- 
ments will also report to him in order 
to more closely align these functions 
with overall corporate planning. 
Noda, a 21-year Kawasaki employee, 
rejoined KMC from Kawasaki Heavy 
Industries in Japan in January of this 
year. 


Joseph FioRica has been named 
vice president of operations. He will 
be in charge of all order entry, distri- 
bution and warehousing of vehicles 
and parts. Additionally, the accesso- 
ries department and the graphic ser- 
vices department will report to him. 
FioRico, a 11-year employee of KMC, 
has been vice president of product 


_ services for the past four years. 


Gary “Jet” Johnson will be ap- 
pointed vice president of sales. His 
responsibilities will include national 
sales, dealer services, management of 
the regional sales offices, Team Green, 
Team Tour operations and police 
bike sales. Johnson, an 8-year KMC 
employee has most recently served as 
regional sales manager of the central 
sales region. He replaces Chuck Lar- 
sen who will resign August 10. 


Larsen, who started with KMC in 
1968 and progressed through the ranks 
of field sales management, became 
vice president of sales in 1979. In 1981 
he was elected to the KMC Board of 
Directors. 

Throughout Larsen’s tenure with 
KMC the company grew from a 
national sales volume of 20,000 units 
with 5% of market share to a current 
volume of annual registrations exceed- 
ing 128,000units with 16% of market 
share. He resigned in order to return 
to Atlanta and pursue other interests 
as owner and publisher of several 
fish and game magazines. 


Paul Trotta is named regional sales 
manager for the eastern area. Trotta 
will have the responsibility of achiev- 
ing KMC sales objectives through a 
network of authorized Kawasaki 
dealers in the 11-state New England 
area. Trotta is headquartered in the 
company’s Edison, New Jersey, 
regional office. 


Dennis Revell has been appointed 
regional sales manager for the central 
area, a seven-state southern and mid- 
western sales area of authorized Kaw- 
asaki dealers. Revell will be headquar-

A recent article appeared in the 
Los Angeles Times, the daily 
bible of most of southern 
California. 

The article stated that speedway 
champ Bruce Penhall had backed off 
in a recent race in Europe so that 
three other American riders could 
advance onto another meet based 
upon the points scored. 

It stated that it was a four rider 
race, all Americans, and Penhall never 
ran in any position other than last 
place from the start. The article went 
on to say that the British fans yelled, 
booed, threw various objects and in 
general were very unhappy with Pen- 
hall, whom the Times later refered to 
as “The Darling of Speedway.” 

The other Americans who advanced 
did so in place of British riders. 

It brought to my mind that on sev- 
eral occasions over the years, some of 
the point battles that have come down 
to the tail-end of a season, or the final 
race. Not to decide simply 
advancement to another event on 
another day in another country, but 
for the Grand National title, thou- 
sands of dollars and some future 
sponsorships. 

It also brought to mind a few races 
years ago, non-National type, where 
the turnout of riders was so slim that 
it was going to be very difficult to put 
on a show. 

The latter brings to mind a half 
mile event many years ago at a county 
fair in the Midwest. The promoter 
had to guarantee a certain number of 
riders. Weather was bad all around 
that day and the entry list was slim 
for both the Expert and Junior classes. 





We combined the two groups to 
still come up short but with enough 
for a couple of heats and a final. 

There were only two or three rank- 
ing Experts that knew how to turn 
left at speed. We gathered the riders 
and told them that a show must be 
put on if the races were to come back 
again on an annual basis. They 
agreed. 

Instead of setting back and run- 


ning last from start to finish, they . 


took turns blasting into the lead on 
every turn. The eventual winner was 
decided in the last half lap. 

The crowd loved it, the riders liked 
itand it was one of the best “shows” I 
have ever seen. They are still racing 
on the same track once a year. 

While the county fair events can be 
for fun and small purses it is a differ- 
ent matter when it comes to the 
National events. 

But over the years I have watched 
Triumph and Harley do battle for the 
title. Triumph against Triumph and 
Harley against Harley for the overall 
win and any points that could be had. 
Also add factory rider against factory 
rider from the same team. 


I can think of no case where a rider 
backed off to let another rider go by 
and pick up more points. Iam speak- 


ing of AMA National events of the 


Winston Pro Series type. 

I know that it has happened in 
motocross and there was much flak 
about it, but not in dirt or road racing 
events here in the U.S. 

What comes to mind in recent 
times is the Harley factory team rid- 
ers. I have been to races during a cru- 
cial point in the season and watched 
where nobody would back off for Jay 
Springsteen, Randy Goss or any other 
rider who hada shotat the win or the 
Grand National title. 


I have read about teams in Euro- 
pean road racing, both cars and cycles, 
where the instructions are that a cer- 
tain rider/driver must win or be in 
front of his teammates at race end. I 
have never heard of it in the U.S. 

Penhall was quoted as saying he 
did it for his fellow Americans, a 
statement that may haunt him for the 
rest of his racing career, and right ata 
time when it appeared that he had 
everything going for him in the world 
of speedway racing on either shore. 


Comments have come that Bruce 
could have at least made it look likea 
race, or could have fallen down, or 
made a big mistake out on the course. 
Anything except saying in public 
that he took a dive, went into the 
tank, didn’t try to win. Honesty may 
not always be the best policy, at least 
in the case of the best speedway racer 
in the world. 

Perhaps this is one of the reasons 
there is no betting on cycle racing. A 
good racer can do many things on a 
track on any lap in any event. 

The only opinion I have is that 
Bruce Penhall hurt only himself by 
being so open and perhaps challeng- 
ing about the whole thing. I don’t 
know of anybody that has enough 
guts to approach a Winston Pro Ser- 
ies rider and ask him to hold back. It 
would be asking for a guaranteed 
punch in the face. 

We all make mistakes and young 
racers make more than most, but 
don’t try and convince Kenny Roberts 
or Jay Springsteen to go slow — even 
in practice. 

We asked Roberts one time to take 
it easy for at least part of a 250cc road 
race; to at least make a portion of the 
event interesting. He said he would 
until he started lapping the slower 
riders. He kept his word, but led all 
the way and when he caught the first 
slow one he gassed it and was gone. 
Something to think about.

Glick sells out 


Showing a blatant lack of journal- 
istic ethics, L.A. Times sports report- 
er Shav Glick totally ignored the 
accomplishments of two young Cali- 
fornia motocross stars and submitted 
a story for publication that could 
have been written by the public rela- 
tions department of the free spending 
monolith of motorcycling, Honda 
Motor Company. 

The Superbowl of Motocross, run 
Saturday night at the L.A. Coliseum, 
was the supposed event he was cover- 
ing, but Mike Bell, who won the race 
with a convincing lead was barely 
mentioned in the article. Second place 
rider Broc Glover also far outclassed 
the competition in the final event 
after winning his heat race earlier in 
the evening by the widest margin of 
the night and didn’t even get men- 
tioned. Bell and Glover ride for Team 
Yamaha, Honda’s major competitor 
in the American motorcycle market. 

The numbers tell the story. Six 
Honda riders mentioned, two from 
Yamaha and one apiece from Suzuki 
and Kawasaki, the other major fac- 
tory teams. 

It must be supposed that Mr. Glick 
felt it was more important to stroke 
Honda, who was one of the event’s 
sponsors, than to report on the race 
itself. Or possibly he was too busy 
being stroked by them to even bother 
watching the race. 

In the future we hope Mr. Glick 
will do us all a favor and either cover 
the event he is attending or just stay 
home and forget it.

Graham dials in 
DuQuoin Mile

DUQUOIN, IL, JULY 24 


Ricky Graham took over the lead for good 
just past the halfway point in the 25 lap 
DuQuoin Mile and then inched away froma 
blistering duel between Jay Springsteen and 


Ted Boody to collect his third 
National win of the season. 
Springsteen and Boody took 
their fight right to the check- 


ered flag with Springsteen coming 
out on top by inches. 

The battle for fourth also went to 
the flag with Gary Scott nipping 
Randy Goss for the position, with 
Alex Jorgensen less than a bikelength 
back in sixth. 

Graham was jubilant in winner’s 
circle, spraying everyone in sight 
with champagne and trading a cham- 
pagne shower with Springsteen. “We 
came here to win and that’s the way 
it’s going to be for every race to the 
end of the season,” said Graham. “It 
took me awhile to find the right line 
coming off turn two, but when I did 
it was the key to breaking away from 
Jay and Ted.” 

Graham’s Tex Peel-tuned, Iron 
Horse/Shoei/Castrol/Wiseco/Hi- 
Point-sponsored Harley-Davidson 
XR750 wasn’t showing any tread on 
the rear tire at the end of the National. 
The rear tires on both Springsteen’s 
and Boody’s bikes were also well 
worn after 25 laps in over 90 degree 
heat. 

“The engine was a bit lazy coming 
‘off the corners,” said Springsteen, 
“although about halfway down the 
straightaways it.-would come on 
strong. We ran the National with a 
broken cylinder head stud which 
might have cost me some power.” 

“Jay's bike was a bit slower than 
mine,” said Boody, ‘‘so he was using 
my draft to stay close. As we were 
battling, Ricky got away. If I could 
have stayed in Ricky’s draft I think 
the fight would have gone to the flag 
for the win.” 

The point standings—at least from 
second to fifth—tightened up. Gra- 
ham increased his lead and now holds 
a 47 point spread over Springsteen, 
162 to 115. Terry Poovey holds third 
at 114 followed by Scott Parker at 111 
and Randy Goss at 108. 

Qualifying 

Springsteen was the first rider out 
in qualifying and his 36.277 second 
lap held for fast time. Hank Scott 
continues to hold the track record at 
35.969, set in 1978. Jorgensen, Parker, 
Steve Eklund and Lance Jones filled 
out the top five with Taylor White, 
Jr. the 48th and last qualifier at 
38.617. In all, 58 riders attempted to 
qualify. 

Motor problems surfaced early in 
practice with both Graham and Hank 
Scott blowing engines. Graham went 
to his spare while Scott borrowed a 
bike from brother Gary. 

Heats 

As Springsteen sat on the line for 

the first heat, he noticed a broken 


cylinder head stud in the front cylin- 
der. After a quick consultation with 
tuner Bill Werner, he rolled back to 
the line. At the end of lap one, 
Springsteen was in the lead and would 
remain there until the checkered flag. 
Lance Jones’ ride came to an end on 
lap two as a spoke punctured his rear 
tire. 

A close battle developed for second 
with Boody eventually pulling away 
to leave Tim Mertens and Garth 
Brow to fight for third. The position 
changed hands numerous times with 
Mertens holding a half bike advan- 
tage at the finish for his ticket to the 
National. 

Steve Morehead’s ride in heat two 
was over almost as soon as it started — 
an ignition wire broke as he came off 
the line on the start. Jorgensen and 
Poovey put on a 10 lap display of 
close racing with Jorgensen winning. 
An equally hot dispute was taking 
place for third between Rod Farris, 
Rich Arnaiz, Hank Scott and Roger 
Crump. Engine failures took Mike 
Gilkey and Honda’s Scott Pearson 
out with Hank Scott putting a rod 
through the cases on brother Gary’s 
bike on the white flag lap. Farris, 
through some aggressive riding, 
earned his spot in the National by 
finishing third. 

Parker and Graham traded the lead 
in the early laps of heat three until 
Graham began experiencing tire prob- 
lems and backed off the pace, content 
with second. The top two spots were 
set, but the fight for third would go to 
the flag. Bubba Rush, Charlie Roberts, 
Chuck Springsteen and Tom Mait- 
land swapped positions back and 
forth all over the track. Rush gained 
the upper hand beginning the final 
lap as Maitland took himself out of 
the action by bouncing off both Chuck 
Springsteen and Roberts and then 
settling for sixth. Rush took third. 


It was the fastest heat of theday, 
giving winner Parker the pole for the 
National. 


Eklund and Randy Goss set up a 
hot confrontation for the lead in heat 
four. The two played it handlebar-to- 
handlebar for six laps as Gary Scott, 
Bubba Shobert—from a penalty line 
start—and Steve Hill all had their 
eyes on third. 

On the seventh lap, Eklund’s engine 
went on one cylinder when one of his 
carbs sucked in some dirt and he 
quickly slipped back. “I looked over 
my shoulder and saw Scott and Sho- 
bert coming up quickly,” said Eklund. 
“I thought this is it, but the carb 
cleared and the engine continued to 
run strong.” 

The Scott/Shobert/Hall battle went 
right to the finish. Scott bobbled and 
it,was. enough for Shobert and Hall to 








pull out a couple of lengths. Shobert 
drafted past Hall at the finish to take 
third, behind winner Goss and 
runner-up Eklund. 


Semis 

Seven riders, so close you could 
have put a blanket over them, con- 
tested the lead in semi one. Ronnie 
Jones, Garth Brow, Roger Crump 
and Jay Beach all held the lead at one 
time or another, but it was Beach 
who came up with the win. Brow 
emerged with second to get his ticket 
to the National as Team Honda’s 
Mike Kidd came up short in his last 
lap challenge. 

The second semi proved equally 
exciting. Maitland and Hall set up a 
duel for the lead while Gary Scott was 
slicing his way through traffic from 
nearly last after a very poor start. 
Scott was all the way up to fourth by 
lap three and moved into third the 
next go-around. Maitland then ended 
his ride with an easy slide into the 
haybales in turn one—the only crash 
of the day. Scott took Hall for the lead 
as Dave Bradley moved into third and 
the three were set to take their fight 
for the two transfers to the National 
to the finish. Bradley bobbled on the 
final lap, leaving Scott to edge Hall 
for the win in what appeared to be a 
dead even finish. 

Last Chance Qualifier 

“Id rather watch the Last Chance 
than ride in it because it’s always 
such a good race,” said winner Mike 
Kidd after the finish. The race started 
with eight riders going for the lead 
and three— Kidd, Bradley and Roberts 
—breaking away in the final laps to 
take the fight for the one remaining 
ticket to the National right to the 
flag. Kidd led off the final corner and 
held off Bradley by a bike-length. 
National 

There had been plenty of work go- 
ing on in the pits prior to the National. 
Both Boody and Mertens had replaced 
broken cylinder head studs with Boody 
also doing some internal work on the 
valves in his rear cylinder. Gary Scott 
changed his carbs, ignition and “‘just 
about everything else to get some 
more power.” The cylinder head stud 
in Springsteen’s engine had broken 
in such a way that it couldn’t be 
replaced. There was talk of an engine 
change, but it was decided to go with 
what was working. Tire compound 
choice and tire pressure, because of 
the heat, was a much talked about 
subject. 

“T hope there’s a lot of room up top 
in the cushion because it’s going to 
be very crowded,” said Rick Toldo in 
the Harley pits. “You know where 
Scotty (Parker) is going right away.” 

True to form, Parker put a high 
line rim ride to use and came away 
with the lead as the pack hit the back 
straight. Graham, Jorgensen, Boody, 
Eklund, Springsteen, Poovey and 
Goss were right behind. Gary Scott 
was 14th, but finding all his changes 
had been for the better. 

By the third lap, there were eight 
riders going wheel-to-wheel for the 
lead and running three and four 
abreast in the turns and down the 
straights. It was classic mile racing. 
Parker still held the lead, but Gra- 
ham and Boody were rolling and 
Springsteen was about to make his 
move. 

Springsteen took second on lap 
five and the lead one lap later. Parker 
grabbed it right back with Graham 
just a bikelength away. Boody, Poo- 
vey, and Goss were also lurking just a 
short distance back. Jorgensen, Scott, 
Eklund and Farris were engaged in a 
duel for seventh. 

Graham led as the ninth lap began, 
turned it over to Springsteen who lost 
it to Boody with Graham getting 
back in front coming off turn four. 
The action behind-was.just as close.

Graham held the lead for two more 
laps until Boody once again took the 
point. 

By the halfway flags, Graham was 
back in the lead. Springsteen, Boody, 
Poovey, Jorgensen, Goss and Scott 
followed, ahead of Farris, Rush, 
Mertens, Shobert, Brow, Hall, Ek- 
lund—witha slowing engine—Beach 
and Kidd. 

Springsteen swiped the lead a cou- 
ple of times, but Graham always held 
where it counted—coming across the 
finish line. By the 17th lap, the front 
three were set although there was still 
a lot of racing left. Jorgensen held 
fourth over Poovey with Scott, Goss 
and Parker debating sixth. Parker, 
once he had abandoned his high line, 
had not been able to find a fast line 
around the track. 

Scott took fourth on the next lap 


. with a-slick-move on Jorgensen and 
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Poovey. The three would take their 
fight for fourth to the finish. Eklund 
parked his bike with engine prob- 
lems. Back in the pack, Farris and 
Mertens were banging bars. 

By lap 21, Graham had moved far 
enough away from Springsteen and 
Boody that they couldn’t catch his 
draft. 

Mertens’ ride in 10th became a 16th 
place finish on lap 23. His swingarm 
had broken on one pivot point. 

The final lap saw Graham hold his 
edge to the finish as Springsteen and 
Boody were glued together running 
side-by-side through turn four and 
finishing so close it took a conference 
of AMA officials to decide that 
Springer was ahead by an inch. Goss 
got ahead of Scott, but Scott drafted 
by at the finish to take fourth. Jor- 
gensen settled for sixth. 

Tex Peel was grinning from ear to 











ear in winner’s circle. “If the fans 
didn’t get their money’s worth today, 
they never will,” he said. @

Johnson, Pro-Tec: 
Thumpin’ to watch at 
Saddleback

ORANGE, CA, JULY 25 

Scorers at the fourth annual Continental 

Moto-sports Club Four-stroke Champion- 

ships had an easier job than in past years, 

when attrition was a problem for the big 
10 thumpers, as Team Yamaha’s | Rick “No Respect” Johnson

showed no respect or at least 
very little mercy for the compe- 
tition as he won both motos in smooth 
and stylish form. Place and show 
positions behind Johnson’s 600cc 
Pro-Tec/Hallman-framed Yamaha 
were equally as easy to tabulate. Eric 
McKenna put his BP Racing Pro- 
Shock chassised/Pro-Tec 600cc 
Yamaha powered bike into a pair of 
seconds followed by Horsepower Fac- 
tory’s borrowed Honda shoe “Radi- 
cal” Ron Turner, aboard an HPF 
500cc Honda, and Pierre Karsmakers 
aboard yet another Pro-Tec Yamaha. 
Only Bill Keefe, riding for the White 
Brothers on a single shock Honda, 
suffered a mechanical breakdown. 
His bike dropped a valve due to the 
constant wide open running required 
by the new venue of the champion- 
ships, Saddleback Park’s Baja Cross 
track. 

Most riders praised the sweeping 
high speed track as ideal for thumpers 
and a lot of fun. Several riders did 
wish for a few more bumps as horse- 
power took on a more significant 
part in the overall finishes than in 
past years. The Sidecar Association 
racers were particularly pleased and 





showed pleasure at a track wide 
enough for passing by providing some 
of the best racing of the day. 


Open Pro 

McKenna’s BP Racing Yamaha led 
the pack at the completion of one lap 
ahead of Karsmakers and Johnson. 
Johnson quickly dispatched the two 
leaders and although he was never 
out of sight of McKenna, he was out 
of grasp and rode a flawless race to 
the end. Turner moved up on Kars- 
makers after a lukewarm start and 
passed him for third. 

Keefe seemed to find his rhythm at 
mid-race and closed on Karsmakers, 
taking over fourth place, and began 
reeling in Turner. Keefe was right 
behind going into the last lap, but 
never came around. “We think it lost 
a valve,” said Keefe, “This track is 
fun but it’s too hard on the engines, 
they’re wide open all the time. I was 
excited when I passed Pierre and then 
to get close to Ron and blow up...” 

Late entry Micky Dymond was 
McKenna’s salvation in the second 
moto when his one practice lap and 
the two-minute grace period allowed 
McKenna to. finally, get his engine ， 














fired in the nick of time with a push 
from fellow competitor Gary Jones. 

Seconds after getting his engine 
fired, McKenna was in the lead around 
the first turn. Turner, Vince McMa- 
hon (Yam), Jones (who borrowed a 
faster bike from one of the Vet riders 
for this moto) and Johnson filled out 
the-top five. Johnson began slashing 
through to the lead, but it was not.as 
easy in the second moto as the heat 
leaned out the jetting and the drier 
track negated some of his horsepower 
advantage. He did, however, pick off 
one rider a lap. McKenna took a bit 
longer, and as they came into the first 
turn both riders picked a line. John- 
son went outside, got a good drive 
and went by in the whoopers and the 
top places were set. On soft suspen- 
sidn, Jones wallowed back to fifth 
behind Karsmakers. 


500cc Pro 

Only Jones, on a stock-framed 
Suzuki DR400, and McKenna, on the 
BP 250 that Dan Turner rode in the 
Superbowl of Motocross, entered the 
500cc Pro race. McKenna took the 
first moto from flag to flag. He had to 
pass Jones in the second go, but won 
easily. 

Sidecars 

The Whitney family, en masse, put 
on a tremendous show in the first 
moto for the sidehacks that included 
lead swapping by the teams of Tom/ 
Scott Whitney and Pete Whitney/ 
Duane McDowell (Yam). Whitney/ 
Whitney took the first moto followed 
by father Ralph Whitney and pas- 
senger Perry Melillo who stuffed son 
Pete’s rig on the last lap. 

The second moto was taken by the 
team of Richard/Randy Langosh 
(Yam). (Whitney/McDowell took sec- 
ond and the overall. 

The only big British single in 
attendance was in the able hands of 
thumper legend Chuck “Feets” Minert 
who rode an impressively smooth 
and fast race on a 1971 BSA 500. Feets 
rode to a solo victory as the only Old 
Timer Master, but pulled both hole- 
shots and let only McKenna and Vet 
winner Vernon Gabbert through his 
defenses on their new wave thumpers. 

While Minert represented the old, 
the 250cc Junior and Intermediate 
classes showed new wave progress. 
Three brands were represented in the 
top three of each class and all four 
brands were in the top three at one 
position or another. Besides the brand 
mix, all the bikes in the class were 
riding with production frames.

Uncini pads points lead in Yugoslavia

RIJEKA, YUGOSLAVIA, JULY 18 


Italian Suzuki ace Franco Uncini increased 
his points lead in the 500cc class with a con- 
vincing win in the Yugoslav GP. Second 
was New Zealander Graeme Crosby on the 


Team Marlboro Yamaha ahead 
of former World Champion 
Barry Sheene on another Yam- 
aha square four. Honda's 


Freddie Spencer took fourth after a 
race long battle with Sheene. 
Sheene qualified fastest with a time 


of one minute, 33.09 seconds. Spencer 
was second fastest at 1:33.45, followed 
by Unciniat 1:33.59, and Crosby with 
1:33.71. They were the only riders to 
break into the one minute, 33 second 
bracket. Jack Middelburg, Kenny 
Roberts and Takazumi Katayama re- 
corded laps in the 34 second bracket, 


and they were followed on the grid by 
Randy Mamola and defending World 
Champion Marco Lucchinelli, both 
of whom were in the 35 second 
bracket. 

During unofficial practice, Roberts 
turned in one minute, 33 second laps 
aboard the Yamaha V-4, but was 
unable to achieve that during the 
course of the meeting. 

Virginio Ferrari, who is the Suzuki 
HB teammate of Randy Mamola, 
switched from Dunlops to Michelins 
during practice as he, along with 
many other 500cc class riders, is expe- 
riencing problems with the English 
tires. 

The weather forecast for race day 
was rain, but none materialized, Just 


minutes before the race was to start, 
as the riders sat on the grid looking at 
the three-minute board, many of 
the race starved Yugoslav fans ran 
across the track to gain a better van- 
tage point. The entire race organis 
zation at Rijeka left something to; 
be desired as crowd control was woe- 
ful, pit facilities disgusting and press 
information slow. Practice times 
from the first session were only to 
1/10th of a second. The 250cc : class 
saw 17 riders within 1.5 seconds of 
one another, so it was imperative to 
have times to the hundredths of a 
second. 

Barry Sheene stormed away from 
his pole position at the start of the 
500cc. GP, with Spencer and Lucchi- 








nelli in hot pursuit. At the end of the 
opening lap Mamola was fourth, 
Crosby fifth, and Uncini sixth, fol- 
lowed by Katayama and Roberts. 

Sheene led until lap three when 
Spencer got past. Uncini had made 
his way up to third with Lucchinelli, 
Crosby, Mamola and Roberts follow- 
ing in that order. 

Crosby was able to stay with the 
leaders, but Lucchinelli, Mamola and 
Roberts were all dropping back. 

Uncini moved into the lead on lap 
five of the 32 lap event, displacing 
Spencer with Crosby now third and 
Sheene fourth. By this stage Uncini 
was showing his true style as he 
slowly pulled away from Spencer. 

Crosby passed Spencer on the next 
lap in an effort to stay with Uncini, 
but the “Flying Italian” pulled away 
to establish a lead of around 10 
seconds. 

Crosby, while unable to catch 
Uncini, broke clear of Fast Freddie, 
who in turn was trying to pull away 
from Sheene. But Sheene was a 
match for the young American who 
had won the previous round in Bel- 
gium, and on the last lap, while in 
third place just ahead of Sheene by 
the narrowest of mrgins, Freddie’s 
Honda seized on one cylinder, prob- 
ably due to fuel starvation.: Sheene 
took the opportunity and was third 
across the line by 6.37 seconds ahead 
of Spencer, but down 3.11 seconds on 
runner-up Crosby. 

Japan’s Katayama, who was aboard 
one of the works Honda NS500 V-3’s, 
finished fifth after dicing with Roberts 
for that position until King Kenny’s 
Yamaha developed ignition trouble 
on lap 24 and he retired. 

Dutchman Middelburg finished 
sixth aboard a HB Suzuki identical to 
that of Mamola’s. Mamola had a 
good race considering his past form 
this season. The Californian is slowly 
regaining his confidence which was 
boosted in this race after long battles 
with Lucchinelli, who finished 
eighth, and Middelburg, who finally 
beat Mamola to the line by some 12 
seconds. 

Uncini said after the race that he 
had no trouble with his Team Gal- 
lina Suzuki and that his race strategy 
was to go for it right from the start of 
the race. 

Didier de Radigues, riding a Chev- 
ellier, won the 250cc GP by .39 seconds 
after stalking Paolo Ferretti for much 
of the race. Ferretti ended up second, 
ahead of Jean-Louis Tournandre, 
who just missed being crashed out of 
the race when Carlos Lavado crashed 
and took down current champion 
Toni Mang. 

American Richard Schlachter had 
a terrible start and then siezed and 
crashed out of the race on only the 
second lap. 

Italian Eugenio Lazzarini won both 
the 50 and 125cc races abord Garellis. 
In the 50cc GP, he beat Stefan Dor- 
flinger by 14 seconds, with third 
going to defending World Champion 
Ricardo Tormo on a Bultaco. Dor- 
flinger was riding a Kreidler built in 
West Germany. 

Pier-Paolo Bianchi rode his San- 
venero to second behind Lazzarini in 
the 125cc GP, ahead of multi-time 
World Champion Angel Nieto who 
was ona Garelli. Should Nieto win a 
GP in England at Silverstone, he will 
better Mike Hailwood’s record of GP 
wins, but will still be a long way off 
the record set by the legendary Gia- 
como Agostini. e

200 mph around 
the corner? 


Goal: To reach 200 miles per hours within 
one-quarter of a standing start. Tools: 
Lethally fast missiles that started out as bits 
of motorcycle engines, but now produce 


nearly 600 horsepower when 
force fed nitro through a super- 
charger. Aspirants: Several. 
Reasons: They know. 

The country’s leading Top Fuel 
motorcycle drag racers have been eye- 
ing the 200 mph plateau for several 
years, now. Two have come within 
an eyeblink of the mark. First, Russ 
Collins and his double-engine Honda 
dragster went 199.55 in 1978. Then 
this year, Suzuki’s Terry Vance and 
his single-engine Fueler went 199.11. 

Collins has since retired the double 
engine “Sorcerer,” and is developing 
a new rear-engine Goldwing-based 
machine that has yet to see competi- 
tion. Vance and tuner Byron Hines, 
on the other hand, have been method- 
ically developing and improving their 
weapon for the past two years. 

The next venue for the attack on 
the 200 mph mark is the NMRA Wes- 
ternationals at Orange County Inter- 
national Raceway on July 31-Aug. 1. 
Both Collins and Vance are sched- 
uled to be there, and Vance expects 
that this will be the weekend of the 
first two-wheeled, motor-driven 
200 quarter mile. He talked aboutit... 


What makes you think you’re going 
to go 200 mph? 
We just went 199.11 in Connecticuta 
couple of weeks ago. We just ran the 
other night out at Orange County 
— and we were just testing, we didn’t 
even put any heat into the motor — 
and we went 197. We’re trying some 
new things, we’ve got some new fuel 
settings and a new motor and I think 
we're going to go pretty fast. That’s 
what makes me think we’re gonna go 
200. Besides that, Byron told me we're 
gonna. 
You mean you could have gone 200 
the other night at Orange County 
and didn’t? What does it take to go 
200? Do you turn up the boost or 
what? 
When you go to the track you can 
make different kinds of power. You 
can make a lot of top end power, you 
can make a lot of low end power, but 
once the bike’s right and the fuel sys- 
tem’s right, all you have to do is start 
leaning out the top end and it will 
really start charging on the top. You 
start burning a few parts up, but we’ll 
do that if we have to this weekend for 
the race, so that’s what makes me 
think it’s gonna happen. We’re gonna 


have the parts to burn up, I can guar- 
antee that. 

You’re avoiding the question here. 
You could have gone 200 the other 
night at Orange County and you 
didn’t? - 

I think we could have, sure, if we had 
wanted to or really applied it, but 
there was no sense in it. It would have 
been a wasted run. We need to do it at 
a race where it’s official and there are 
a lot of people around. It wouldn't 
have served any purpose to go that 
fast then. We know it’s there, it’s not 
going to go any place between now 
and the race. We want to unload the 
bike at. the race and go fast. That’s 
basically the plan. 

You’ve made comments in the past 
that when you wake up in the morn- 
ing before riding the Fueler, you 
know you have to ride it that day. 
That comment makes us think that 
riding a Fueler isn’t the easiest thing 
in the world. What is it like? 

It is really, really thrilling and I do 
enjoy it. The only problem is that it 
scares me because it goes so fast. 
When you get to half track things 
start moving by really, really fast and 
it’s a scary experience. You’ve got 
maybe 25 or 30 feet to keep this thing 
in the boundaries and it’s trying to 
walk around. It’s a handful, but I 
really enjoy riding it. But it does scare 
me. 

A year or so ago. the Cycle World 
guys did a story on riding a Fueler. 
John Ulrich rode Jim Bernard’s Top 
Fuel bike. He told me that that was 
one of the most terrifying experiences 
he’s ever had. So there’s a guy who 
has had a lot of experience on all 
kinds of different bikes and he’s prob- 
ably a pretty good authority on what’s 
happening. So if you want to know 
what it’s like you should dig out that 
old issue of Cycle World and read it. 
We read that story, and according to 
it, you can’t even steer a Fueler. Is 
that true? 

Well, the front wheel’s not on the 








ground, so you can’t steer the bike 
with the handlebars. You steer the 
bike by your body motion and that’s 
the only way you can direct it. We 
have the chassis working pretty good 
now, where it leaves the starting line 
and doesn’t require a lot of body 
action like it used to. We're improv- 
ing, which I think is helping our 
ETs. 

If you do go 200 mph, what will you 
do next? What will be your encore? 
If we do go 200 mph I’m not sure 
what we'll do. We'd like to build 
maybe another bike for another class, 
and do something else next year. But 
for right now 200 mph is our goal. 
I’m not worried about what we’ll do 
afterward. It’s a big, big thing for us, 
and we just want to get to that point. 
We've been trying to do this for a 
long time. If we can achieve that, 
we'll really be happy. : 

What about the guy who’s already 
gone 225 mph on a rocket bike? 
That’s great, that’s an accomplish- 
ment, but it’s not a motor-driven ve- 
hicle like a motorcycle, that’s more 
like a carnival act. This is competi- 
tion, racing against other people do- 
ing the same thing, that’s what makes 
it. 

What’s more important, you riding 
or Byron Hines’ engine building? 
Without a doubt there’re probably a 
lot of guys who could throw a leg 
over it and ride it, but very, very few: 
guys who could do what Byron does 
as far as building that kind of bike, 
getting that kind of power. You’ve 
got to remember, we're talking about 
a motorcycle that comes from Japan 
designed for 90 horsepower. Right 
now my Fuel bike is probably pro- 
ducing between 570 and 590 horse- 
power. That’s quite a bit of horse- 
power. It’s not an easy task. There’re 
a lot of guys out there trying who 
aren't making power like Byron. He's 
putting in the work and he’s a pretty 
sharp guy. So when he tells me we're 
gonna go 200, I believe it. &

have been Vince Santangelo’s blown 
and injected GPz 1100. However, 
during. Saturday’s qualifying runs 
Vince took a pair of the scariest 
passes ever seen on a motorcycle and 
never went down. On his first quali- 
fying pass he had the wheelie bars 
shear off in second gear. Vince was on 
the rear wheel at the time and the 
now useless bars caused him to go 
into a terrible high speed tank slapper. 
Vince held on for all he was worth 


and pushed the transmission into. 


high gear to help lug down the motor 
and slow himself down. When the 
unburned fuel came through the 
exhaust port it erupted into a huge 
fireball. A split second later it was all 
over, but Vince still looked like a rag 
doll being tossed around on the 
machine. After he slowed it down 
enough he was able to ride it out and 
stop the machine. 

Later, after having fixed the bars 
Vince was able to qualify number 
four. This time as he slowed down he 
went into another wobble, this one 
more violent than the other. The 
machine even went down as far as the 
exhaust pipes. Vince’s legs were bat- 
tered against the frame and engine, 
leaving him a mass of bruises. Not 


being 100% sure that he could correct ` 


the problem, Vince made a wise deci- 
sion and removed his bike from compe- 
tition. 

Charles Isreal was the first alter- 
nate, but he had broken a transmis- 
sion and was unable to repair it, so 
for the second race in a row Tony 
Sylvia came into the program from 
the second alternate position. This 
time, though, he was not as lucky. 
When the green light came on, Syl- 
via's bike was in neutral and refused 
to leave the starting line. His oppo- 
nent, Eraldo Ferracci, was having his 
own transmission problems as he 
had left the line in third gear.

Sands took 
the early lead as Kizer bogged and 
had to play catch up. The duo battled 
nip and tuck all the way through the 
lights and neither knew who had 
won at the finish. Kizer took the win 
light as Sands lost number one rod in 
the lights. Terry clocked an 8.061/ 
178.21. Terry’s 178.21 coupled with 


”his 180 mph qualifying pass earned 


him the new mph record of 178 in 
Funny Bike. 

In the other semi-final, Ferracci 
took a red light start and handed the 
win to Burns. It may have been the 
luckiest break of the event for Burns 









as the bike refused to shift when it left 
the line then it banged into gear, 
almost bucking Burns over the bars. 
Craig was able to hold on, though, 
and took the win with an 8.753/113.20. 

The final pitted the blown and 
injected 903cc Kawasaki.of Kizer 
against the turbocharged and injected 
Kawasaki of Burns. As the two staged, 
Kizer got a little anxious and let the 
clutch out .004 seconds early leaving 
a red bulb in his wake. This auto- 
matically gave the win to Burns. On 
the run Burns clocked a 7.919/173.41, 
while Kizer wasted a 7.780/175.09. 
Pro Stock 

Randy Mason started off his finest 
afternoon as a Pro Stock rider by get- 
ting a little help from the heavens, or 
at least a piece of shrapnel. Randy’s 
opponent, Mike Keyte, had qualified 
number one and looked like he had 
what he needed for victory. However, 
after he had taken the early lead he 
felt a problem in the rear of the 
bike—the rear tire was going flat. 
Mike stayed in it until Mason passed 
him, then he shifted through the 
gears and did a masterful job of rid- 
ing out the flat as the rear of the 
machine tried to dislodge him. Mason 
clocked an 8.900/145.63 to Keyte’s 
slowing 9.259/108.43. 

Jay Kreider was the next upset 
winner as he took his machine to a 
9.133/142.85 victory over the Kawasaki 
of Marc Walker. Walker clocked a 
close 9.136/144.82 in losing. 

In a battle of Suzukis, Terry Vance 
ended Bob Carpenter’s afternoon with 
a strong 8.793/148.76. 

Joe Folgore ended the round by 
taking his Suzuki Katana to a 9.012/ 
146.81 win over the Deerfield Suzuki 
of Kip Komosa. 

The semi-finals opened with Mason 
trailering Kreider’s Kawasaki, 8.854 
to a 9.082. This put Mason in the 
final for the second straight year. On 
the Suzuki side of the ladder sheet, 
Vance was doing away with Folgore. 
Vance ran a strong 8.787/147.78. 

The final would see Vance getting 
a chance for revenge as Mason had 
been the rider to put him out in the 
first round in Connecticut. Mason, 
on the other hand, was hoping that 
he had the reflexes necessary to get 
out in front of Vance. Mason certainly 
did have itin him as he cut a masterful 
tree and left Vance to again play 
catch-up. As in Connecticut, the times 
would be close and the pair were 
doing battle in a gear change to gear 
change duel. Again, though, when 
the win light came on it was in 
Mason’s lane and for the third time in 
three races Vance had failed to appéar 
in the winner’s circle. The tale of the 
clocks was Mason 8.811/147.54, Vance 
8.818/147.78. $ e 
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Kenny Roberts, America’s foremost 
road racer, led Dunlop to aclean sweep 
in the 11th Annual Formula One Pro 
Series at Laguna Seca. For Kenny, it 
was the 30th AMA National victory in 
his illustrious career. For Dunlop, 

it was another in this year’s unprec- 
edented parade of wins in the AMA 
Pro Series. 


Consistent Kenny put a second and 
first together for the overall win. Randy 
Mamola and Wes Cooley were next... 
all three rode Dunlop. 

Following his triumph, King Kenny, 
who switched to Dunlop this year, 
returned to the International Circuit in 
pursuit of his 4th World Grand Prix title. 


Mamola, one of Kenny's top rivals, 
also headed back to the grueling Euro- 
pean chase while Wes Cooley departed 
for major tests in Japan. 


Congratulations and best wishes to 
Kenny, Randy, Wes... and all the out- 
standing champions riding on Dunlop!

Mean, green, light and lean

Kawasaki motocrossers have roosted the 
berms of America for many years, at times 
with great success. Despite having produc- 
tion bikes that at times looked, and at less 


often times worked, like their 
factory bikes; despite having 
charismatic riders like Brad 
Lackey, Jim Weinert, the late 


Gaylon Mosier and stylish Jeff Ward, 
Kawasakis MXers have never sold in 
copious quantities to the public. 

For the last few years, Kawasakis 
have been seen at the track in increas- 
ing numbers and, more importantly, 
in successful numbers. This year there 
have been more of the “Green Mean- 
ies” of all displacements on the race 
track than ever before. Surprisingly, 
Kawasaki has accomplished this feat 
in a year where other Japanese manu- 
facturers seem to have their zodiac in 
the ‘Year of the Gadget,” witha very 
spartan motorcycle. How does the 
1982 Kawasaki KX250B1 fare against 
the gadgetcrossers? In many ways, it 
more than holds its own. 


Under the green 

Although the Kawasaki is spartan 
in comparison to some of the compe- 
tition, it isa handsome, well-finished 
unit and it is not without features. 
The KXB1 does have two very obvious 


features, or at least one feature and 
one anti-feature. After your eye re- 
covers from the great amounts of 
bright green plastic, the first items of 
note are the lack of watercooling and 
the front disc brake, the first produc- 
tion dirt bike disc brake (discounting 
the Rokon which had adapted street 
discs), and a very good one it is. 
Comprising part of a striking front 
wheel package, the disc is very thin 
and bolts up to a large diameter car- 
rier hub so the disc friction surface is 
nearly all the steel in the unit. Pre- 
sumably this design would help pre- 
vent warpage in the thin disc. Natu- 
rally, a very small axle hub is used 
and the spokes suspend a gold anod- 
ized rim. 


Another gold rim resides in the 
rear and is laced to a light, double- 
conical hub. Both rims are shod with 
Bridgestone tires, a 5.10-18 M22 in 
the rear and a 3.00-21 M23 in the 
front. The tires wear well and work 
very well on most surfaces. An alum- 
inum, also gold anodized, swingarm 
works atwo-arm Uni-Trak, which in 
turn works a Kayaba single shock. 


Wheel travel is in the 11.8 inch neigh- 
borhood, as is front wheel travel. 
Front wheel travel is handled by a 
Kayaba fork, sporting 43mm stan- 
chion tubes. 

A semi-double cradle frame houses 


the five-speed, center-port, air-cooled 
engine. The engine is outwardly sim- 
ilar to previous KX engines and util- 
izes the Electro-Fusion cylinder that 
has been the Kawasaki standard for 
many years. The KX is the only air-

cooled 1982 Japanese 250cc MXer; 
the lack of radiator makes the machine 
stand out. 

Levers and controls are standard 
fare, with the exception of the hy- 
draulic reservoir for the front brake. 
Levers are malleable and stand up to 
a good deal of abuse without break- 
ing completely. Plasticware on the 
KX is strong and holds up well, 
which is fortunate since there is a lot 
of it on the KX to get ugly if it was so 
inclined. 


On the line 


A few prods of the well designed 
and easy to kick kickstarter fire the 
KX into life. A short warm up and the 
bike burbles off down the start 
straight, where the engine finally 
catches and cleans out near the top of 
third gear. After that the throttle 
response is without fault. Kawasaki 
continues their reputation for excel- 
lent engines with the Bl. Power is 
predictable by being there when it’s 
needed. A healthy mid-range burst 
hooks up to the ground well and 
produces plenty of power for Novice 
and Intermediate riders. Output feels 
a little low for Pros, but several Pros 
we talked to are racing the KX with- 
out any engine modifications. Most 
recommended leaving the engine 
stock. 

Once the KX is perking and get- 
ting the power to the ground, even- 
tually the time will come for all good 
men to turn a few corners. Good 
news! Turning is spoken here.. In 
fact, the worst turning trait we un- 
covered was a tendency to turn sharper 
than the berm and leave it early if the 
throttle was not tweaked with enough 
gusto. When the front wheel does 
decide to leave the berm early, whether 
the rear wheel will follow is depend- 
ent on the available traction and the 
condition of your tire. Learn the trait 
— gas it through the turns and wina 
few races. Our Pro testerscommented 
that the KX does not drift into a flat, 
hardpack turn smoothly, it must be 
forced to square off. Both of our Pro 
testers were bothered by the tendency, 
but felt it could be adapted to and 
possibly helped by set-up and/or bet- 
ter tires. The Kawasaki will help you 
turn if you give it half a chance. 

A short-coupled feeling that helps 
the cornering does not inspire the 
confidence down a rough straight 
that the Honda or Yamaha provide, 
but after we took the time to set the 
suspénsion up for our test riders, 
manners of the straight line sort were 
acceptable. Still, don’t expect to see 
many in the winner’s column of the 
CN’s desert section. 

While there is a busy feeling to the 
bike in the rough sections; with the 
suspenders working, a little trust and 
the gas firmly on, nothing untoward 
happens. Even rough sweepers are 
handled well. 

Part of handling is braking. Brak- 
ing is where the KX really shines. In 
all situations the front brake is excel- 
lent. Without feeling sudden or prone 
to lockup, the disc hauls the KX’s 
light weight-down to a sane speed 
with amazingly little fuss. River cross- 
ings were shrugged off with no loss of 
braking power at either end. All dirt 
bikes would benefit from a brake this 
good. Rear stopping power was also 
good. 

Shifting was not a problem after 
the first ride. At first the shifter is a bit 
hard to find because it is tucked in so 
well. Successive rides were no prob- 
lem. The shift lever is very easy to 
bend which is easy on the internal 
parts and a commendable idea, not as 
commendable as a folding lever end 
that should be standard. Clutch pull 
is very light, and engagement is solid. 
Slippage or dragging was nota prob- 
lem with our test bike’s clutch. Power 
delivery is excellent, and it does not 


a E 


seem to go away or suffer from the 
lack of a water pump and plumbing. 
Longevity seems to be very good and 


really the only drawback to air-, 


cooling we noted was a lot of fin 
noise we’ve gotten used to not hearing. 
Sit on it 

The ergonomics on the KX line 
have drawn a lot of flak this year, and 
the peg-to-everywhere-else relation- 
ship is odd but can be adapted to. The 
pegs would be better to the rear of 
their present position, but that would 
require a new set of center cases since 
the pegs are as far back as possible, 
while still allowing the rider to shfit 
gears. In all probability, Kawasaki 
was aware that the seating position 
was not the optimum, but elected to 
leave it rather than design a new 
engine. Considering the geniality and 
proven dependability of the present 
engine, we see some merit in the deci- 
sion but would still prefer to have 
both. 

Suspension on the KX was one of 
the few areas that got mixed reviews. 
Flex was not a problem at either end, 
and the frame seems strong, but com- 
pliance over small bumps at both 
ends is not up to the class standards, 
although we got our suspension 
working well. A fork kit or possibly 
careful set-up will solve the front. We 
heard that the hot set-up was seven- 
and-a-half weight fork oil at the stock 
level. We haven’t heard of any better 
set up for the rear and actually see 
most privateers on the National cir- 
cuit running nearly stock bikes. 


Details 


Working on the Kawasaki was a 
pleasure. All parts of the bike seem 
easy to reach, and brackets are 
straightforward and without unnec- 
essary business. The air cleaner, while 
not as easy as a Husky, was far easier 
to service than any of its Oriental 
competition. This kind of attention 
to detail, coupled with the lack of 
water-cooling, make for a pleasant 
race prep day. 

The bottom line 

All of today’s top ’crossers are com- 
petitive, and all have their strengths 
and weaknesses. While none of the 
motocrossers we have tested this year 
have had any unexcusable warts, the 
Kawasaki was easy to ride to our lim- 
its. While doing so, we had a good 
time. We grumble when we try to 
stand up and the ergonomics tell us 
mildly to stay down, but we will be 
very sorry to see it go home. @

Goodier, Abernathy 
shine at Texas AMA 
Championship MX

DALLAS, TX, JULY 3-5 

South Texas Experts Keith 
Eldred and Keith Simmons rode 
their Yamahas to victories in 
the 125 and 250cc Pro classes, 


while local ace Glen Goodier led a 
Honda sweep of the Open Pro class at 
the Coca Cola/Bel-Ray AMA Cham- 
pionship Motocross on this holiday 
weekend. Marshall Creek Cycle Park 
was the setting, as TCR Promotions 
and Mike Kidd, along with co- 
sponsors VP Hydrocarbons, Super 
Seer, Scott, American Honda, Shoei, 

Fass Gass and Griffs collaborated to 
offer the 200 entries a nice collection 
of trophies, cash and goodies to go 
for. In the three-day program, Expert 


classes ran six motos (two each day), 
earning AMA Expert advancement 
points in each race, and amateur 
classes rode a total of four motos to 
determine championships for the 
meet. 

Brandyn Ready (Kaw) emerged as 
the dominant minibiker, hammering 
out wins in seven of his eight motos 
to double his pleasure in the Stock 
Mini and Senior Mini divisions. He 
finished second in the opening round 
of Stock Mini to Wiley Racing’s 
David Barnhill (Yam), but from there 
on, it was all aces for Ready of Team 
Green, while Barnhill shadowed him 
for second overall in both classes. 

Any sort of decent finish would 
have clinched the 250cc Intermediate 
championship for Carter Yamaha’s 
Roger Schellenberger in the final 
moto, but when he and scooter parted 
company off the track’s fastest jump, 
things looked a little shaky after the 
third flip. To our amazément, bike 
and body got back together and fin- 
ished fourth to put Roger (1-2-1-4) at 
the head of the class. Good thing, too, 
because runner-up Casey Loftin, his 
Honda and his 2-1-8-1 scores were 
waiting in the wings to take over 
should Schellenberger finish with 
ninth or worse. 

The closest race of the meet, though, 
was for third overall between Gene 
Goodier and Paul Chadwick, whose 
Hondas seemed hooked together as 
they raced for second in the final 
behind Loftin. Chadwick reeled in 
Goodier in the closing laps, and in 
the last corner, he brilliantly squared 
his turn ahead of the berm, pulled 
alongside Goodier and won the drive 
to the checkers by half a wheel. This 
tied their point totals for the week- 
end, the nod going to Chadwick’s 
better last moto. 

Consistency paid off for Texas 
Yamaha’s Keith Eldred, who carried 
off first overall in 125cc Expert with- 
out winning a single moto. Saturday 
and Sunday heat winners Greg Fouts, 
Bryan Taylor and Dennis Daft were 
all gone when Monday’s finals rolled 
around, making Eldred’s 5-6-2-3-2-3 
the best score of the weekend and 
earning Keith a tidy sum of AMA 
advancement points. James Bald- 
ridge’s overheating problems in Mon- 
day’s first moto negated a fine first- 
place ride in the final and kept 
Eldred’s Texas Yamaha teammate 
out of the top three. Odessa’s Mike 
Lawson (Hon) moved into second for 
the meet with a 1-2 punch on Mon- 
day, while Michael Haynes (Hon) 
rode to a 6-8-3-4-4-4 tally for third. 

Good, close racing highlighted the 
250cc Expert class, as Keith Simmons 
(VP Yam) edged out Austin Motor- 
sport’s Jack Beckham (Hon) by only 
two points after six motos. Simmons 
showed whata well-conditioned rider 
can do, having to come from behind 
after starting poorly or falling in 
nearly every moto, riding fairly long 
races in extremely warm conditions. 
He was consistently high at race end, 
though, marking 4-2-2-2-1-2, which 
beat out the fine 3-3-3-3-2-1 of 
Beckham. 

San Antonio’s David Stutts had to 
be the hard luck rider of the meet. 
After winning the first round Satur- 
day, he crashed out of third in the 
second moto with only two laps to 
go, finishing ninth. He came back to 
dominate both motos on Sunday, 
and led Monday’s first race for 14 laps 
when he stepped off and let Simmons 
and Beckham by. Running second in 
the last moto, Stutts’ YZ developed a 
radiator lead, slowing him to a sev- 
enth place finish. David’s up-and- 
down weekend netted him third over-

Hobbs, Elmer hot 
at SD State MX 
final

MITCHELL, SD, JULY 11 

South Dakota wrapped up its 
1982 State Championship Moto- 
cross Series today in Mitchell, 
where the James Valley Cycle 


Club put together one of the best 
tracks in the state, and under the 
reign of club leaders Wade Runested 
and Brian Dixon, brought off the 
event with no hassles other than a 
torrential downpour by Mother 
Nature during the second 250cc Pro 
moto. 

In the Professional ranks, two out- 
of-state riders took command of all 
the day’s action, as Terry Hobbs, rid- 
ing out of Sioux City, IA, and Kawa- 
saki’s Todd Elmer, from the Minne- 
sota area, won every Pro moto between 
the two of them in the 125,250 and 
500cc classes, with Elmer grabbing 
the overall win in the 125 and 500cc 
divisions, and Hobbs riding home 
with top 250cc laurels. 

Racing began with the Open Pros 
shooting out of the backwards-falling 
starting gate, and into the first turn, 
Hobbs, Elmer and Kelly Olson were 
three abreast as they reached the end 
of the grassy straight. Elmer came up 
with the better line into the corner 
and roosted off into the lead, as Olson 
and Hobbs slid into second and third, 
respectively. Mike Shurman, Open 
class state points leader going into 
the final round, followed closely in 
fourth, with Mark Neuman round- 
ing out the top five. 

The leading quartet immediately 
ran away from the rest of the pack, as 
Shurman slipped past Olson head- 
ing onto the first circuit but was 

‘repassed by-the-end of the lap, and 


Elmer was having his hands full of 
Hobbs’ challenges. 

At the halfway point of the moto, 
Hobbs tried an outside pass on Elmer 
at the end of five stadium jumps, but 
his CR450 came to an abrupt halt 
with a seized motor. This “allowed 
Elmer to run away with the remainder 
of the moto, as Olson took over the 
runner-up slot ahead of Shurman 
and Neuman. Hobbs restarted after a 
long wait and began to gingerly pick 
his way back through the pack, nurs- 
ing the tired powerplant along. As 
the white flag came out, Hobbs found 
himself in fifth, with Neuman in his 
sights, and in a last-ditch effort, took 
over fourth as they came up to the 
checkered flag. 

At the start of the second moto, 
Neuman came out of the gate first, 
but Hobbs took over in the first turn, 
with Elmer slipping by the Honda as 
well. As the pack headed for the race- 
track from the starting section, Elmer 
went down and had to pick up way 
back in the pack, while Hobbs, 
Neuman and Shuman set sail. Olson 
came off of a fifth-place start to take 
over fourth on the first lap, but by 
this time Elmer was already on his 
rear fender. 

On the end of the third lap, Shur- 
man dispatched Neuman for second, 
then a lap later both Olson and 
Elmer bumped Neuman back down 
into fifth. Elmer soon slid past Olson 
in a long sweeper at the halfway 
point, and two laps later nailed 
Shurman for second. Hobbs had 
worked to a 30-second lead by this 
point, however, and Elmer had no 
chance to make a bid for the lead, as 
the race ended with Hobbs winning, 
followed by Elmer, Shurman, Olson 
and Neuman. 

Both Hobbs and Elmer returned 
for 250cc Pro racing, and at the start 
of the first moto, Hobbs took com- 
mand with Elmer right behind. 
Spearfish Honda's Mike Friend, Mark 
Thome, Billy Stork and Wade Rice 
trailed the leading duo, but none was 
able to match their speed. 

As Hobbs and Elmer ran off with 
the top two slots, the racing going on 
behind was getting fierce. Stork took 
over fourth heading out of the sta- 
dium jumps on the second lap, while 
Dave Molder chased Rice for sixth. At 
the end of lap two Molder was around 
Rice and setting up Thome to move 
into the top five, which he did on the 
fourth time around. Despite break- 
ing off his front brake lever unit, 
Molder managed to hang onto fifth 
to the end behind Hobbs, Elmer, 
Friend and Stork. 


Hobbs again took the holeshot in 
round two, with Molder, Elmer, 
Friend and Stork all close at hand. As 
Hobbs began to stretch out another 
lead, Elmer was setting up Molder for 
a pass when the green Kaw spit off its 
chain, and Elmer sat beside the track 
frantically trying to remount the link- 
age back on the sprockets. His efforts 
were to no avail, and he watched 
from the side of the track as Hobbs 
roosted all over the rest of the field on 
his way to the moto and overall win. 
Molder, Friend, Stork — who rode 


with a twisted knee suffered in the | 


first moto — and Thome rounded 
out the top five in the moto, but in 
the overalls it was Friend with the 
runner-up slot, followed by Molder, 
Stork, Thome and Rice.
